It’s easy to take what we 
have access to in Canada for 
granted. Many of us don’t 
realize that things like basic 
medicine, supplies and chi¬ 
ropractors are scarce in many 
parts of the world. 

“We really don’t realize 
what we have here, especial¬ 
ly in Canada. The people in 
Nicaragua have very little 
and are still happy and smil¬ 
ing. We have a lot and still 
complain and take it for 
granted,” said Dr. Dan 
Perossa of Virgil 
Chiropractic. 

Each year Perossa takes a 
trip to somewhere that is in 
need. This is his twelfth year. 
His first five years he went to 
Cuba, and then to Guatemala 
for four years and this was 
his second year visiting 
Nicaragua, with plans to 
return next year. 

He fundraises annually 
through his clinics in St. 
Catharines and Virgil and 
travels for humanitarian 

“They really have a big 
need there, there are a lot of 
basic things that they don’t 
have,” said Perossa.

Perossa, along with his 
girlfriend Victoria Gillett, 
took the trip to Nicaragua 
together. 

Located in Central 
America, Nicaragua is the 
second poorest country, 
next to Haiti. The average 
worker brings home $2 U.S. 
a day. Nicaragua faces the 
challenges of deforesta¬ 
tion, poverty, soil erosion 
and water pollution. 

During his 10-day trip, 
he took the money he had 
raised through fundraising 
and purchased medicine 
for two children’s hospi¬ 
tals. 

Nicaragua doesn’t have 
any chiropractors so what 
Perossa brought with him 
in knowledge of his 15 
years he was able to share 
with other doctors and 
treat patients. 

“We volunteered at the 


hospital in the mornings 
and helped with orthope¬ 
dic care. I treated both staff 
and patients and by the 
end of my 10 days we had a 
line up out the door for my 
services,” he said. 

He was also able to edu¬ 
cate other healthcare work¬ 
ers about various issues of 
wellness. 

In the afternoons him 
and Gillett spent their time 
at local orphanages play¬ 
ing with the children and 
purchasing new toys to 
replace the ones that were 

There was also a new 
wing built, which was to be 
used for a classroom. 
Perossa said the desks were 
very old and in poor condi¬ 
tion. With the money he 
fundraised he was able to 
purchase 24 new desks for 
students. 

Perossa recalls his first 
trip 12 years ago to Cuba, 


and how it inspired him 
and motivated him to con¬ 
tinue doing the annual 

It gave him the drive to 
raise money for medicine, 
school supplies and chil¬ 
dren’s supplies. 

What Perossa and his 
clients enjoy is that they 
are able to see the money 
being used. 

"Rather than donating it 
to an organization and not 
really knowing where it 
goes, it’s rewarding to see it 
being used and know 
exactly where it’s going. It’s 
a really rewarding trip," he 

Gillett, who helps him 
organize the trip and pur¬ 
chase medicine/goods has 
joined him on the trip for 
three years now. 

“Next year our trip will 
be to Nicaragua as well. 
They’re expecting us back,” 
he said.

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Virtually unknown wetlands blamed on lack of communication 


Property owners 
need to be sure 
they are not on 
protected 

wetlands before any 
land altering

There are many prop¬ 
erty owners in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake who have 
property on or near wet¬ 
lands, but haven’t been 
notified about the layers 
of protection and what 
that means for them. 

What that means for 
those who are affected is 
they should be contacting 
the region before develop¬ 
ing or cutting down trees 
and brush and if they are 
considered urban, they 
should contact the town. 

The problem, says 


Austin Kirkby of the 
Town's agricultural com¬ 
mittee, is that property 
owners don’t likely realize 
they can be fined for just 
cutting down old brush on 
property they don't real¬ 
ize is protected. 

A new provincial map 
shows more than 30 wet¬ 
lands identified in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
though some have been 
grouped into wetland 
complexes, which reduces 
the number to 18. But 
there are many more resi¬ 
dents affected, each with 
property on a wetland. 

Of those 18 wetlands, 
12 of them are considered 
non-provincially signifi¬ 
cant, (NPSW), while six 
are considered provincial- 
ly significant wetlands 
(PSW), Kirkby explained, 
and although they are 
treated differently, both 
have layers of protection. 

The Town will be hold¬ 
ing a meeting, and provid¬ 
ing a map in the paper to 


inform property owners 
who are affected by these 
changes. Because proper¬ 
ty owners were not con¬ 
tacted to be told they may 
be near protective land, 
they may not know, or 
understand the fines that 
are associated with build¬ 
ing too near to a protected 
area or clearing away 
brush or trees in order to 
develop their agricultural 

“Communication with 
the public has been very 
weak. Before cutting or 
building it’s up to the 
owner to find out if they’re 
on protected land. These 
lands have various layers 
of protection that the 
property owner may be 
completely unaware of," 
said Kirkby. 

If the property is on a 
provincially protected 
wetland trees can’t be 
taken out to grow crops, 
although it's zoned agri¬ 
cultural land. 

Another concern is that 


there are two irrigation 
ponds identified on the 
map, one of them as a 
NPSW and one as a PSW. 
Kirkby hopes to get the 
ponds, which could have 
water being pumped into 
them manually, removed 
from the map. 

These areas were stud¬ 
ied using by aerial pho¬ 
tography followed by 
some field verification. 

The problem with using 
the area images is that 
they were taken in 2006 
and 2010 in late March 
and early April, when the 
ground was very wet. 

Field evaluations took 
place between 1986 and 
2011, but not necessarily 
all those years for every 
site. 

The Ministry of Natural 
Resources also used wild¬ 
life data compiled from 
many different sources to 
distinguish between pro¬ 
vincially significant and 
non-provincially signifi¬ 


cant wetlands. 

Those evaluations took 
place in 2010 and for one, 
went back to 1985. 

Each area was scored 
using a point system for 
biological, social, hydro- 
logical and special areas 
that included many facets. 
If the point system tallied 
an overall 600 points or 
biological or special fea¬ 
tures reached an individu¬ 
al total score of200 points, 
the feature was identified 
as a PSW. 

Going forward, the 
town’s agricultural com¬ 
mittee will be asking for 
the two irrigation ponds 
to be removed from being 
classified as a wetland and 
wants to notify individual 
landowners who own all 
or parts of these wet¬ 
lands. 

A public meeting is 
being planned to present 
them with the informa¬ 
tion. Committee members 
hope to have someone in 


attendance who can clear¬ 
ly explain any and all 
restrictions that would be 
imposed by the town, 
regional, or provincial 
policies, says Kirkby, who 
suggests watching for the 
notice of the meeting and 
a copy of the provincial 
map which will be pub¬ 
lished in the Advance. 

Her advice now is to 
ensure that before you 
build, or clear brush or cut 
down trees that you con¬ 
tact either the town or the 
region first to ensure that 
you're not on protected 
land. Even without the 
knowledge that you are, 
you could still be fined 
heavily if you breach the 
rules set out, says Kirkby. 

In some cases, land- 
owners could be required 
to perform a 
Environmental Impact 
Statement at their expense 
before being permitted to 
clear brush or build on 
protected wetland. 
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Revision to 2005 Greenbelt Plan includes manmade drains in NOTL

The Greenbelt Plan, 
which was introduced in 
2005, is now causing prob¬ 
lems for people living in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, as a 
new revision to the map¬ 
ping has included man¬ 
made drains. 

The Greenbelt Plan 
identifies where urbaniza¬ 
tion should not occur in 
order to provide perma¬ 
nent protection to the 
agricultural land base and 
the ecological features 
and functions occurring 
on this landscape. 

The town, with advice 
from the agricultural com¬ 
mittee set buffer zones on 
these protected areas that 
they felt were reasonable. 


The range was from 10 to 
30 metres from areas that 
could be considered fish 
habitat. 

The province didn’t 
agree with the town's buf¬ 
fer zones, and implement¬ 
ed their own 120 metre 
vegetative buffer, which is 
located on private prop- 

About 1,275 people in 
NOTL are affected by this, 
and have not been noti¬ 
fied. 

It means that people 
who live on these proper¬ 
ties would have to obtain 
permission from the 
region if they are on rural 
land, or permission from 
the town if they’re consid¬ 
ered on urban land. 

For anyone who wishes 
to add an extension onto 
their homes, they may be 


Environmental Impact 
Studies and any other 
necessary studies. Even if 
a resident is unaware of 
the buffer zone, they will 
still given a hefty fine for 
not complying. 

Austin Kirkby, of the 
agricultural committee, 
said they would be lobby¬ 
ing to remove manmade 
drains from this classifica¬ 
tion. 

The province believes 
that these drains could be 
fish habitat, but no studies 
have actually been done 

The Greenbelt Plan is a 
broad band of permanent¬ 
ly protected land that pro¬ 
tects against the loss and 
fragmentation of the agri¬ 
cultural land base and 
supports agriculture as 
the predominant land use; 
gives perma¬ 


nent protection to the nat¬ 
ural heritage and water 
resource systems that sus¬ 
tain ecological and human 
health and that form the 
environmental framework 
around which major 
urbanization in south- 
central Ontario will be 
organized; and proves for 
a diverse range of eco¬ 
nomic and social activities 
associated with rural com¬ 
munities, agriculture, 
tourism, recreation and 
resource uses. 

Due to concerns raised 
by residents in the Niagara 
Region, residents were 
invited to attend a public 
consolation session to 
voice their views related 
to Greenbelt issues and 
opportunities within 
Niagara. The consultation 
was held Feb. 26, in 
Jordan. 

Currently the Niagara 
Region is undertaking a

Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake reminds residents to 
stay off the rivers and lakes during the spring thaw 


The Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
issued a warning reminding residents 
and visitors to stay safe during the 
winter months. 

The ice along the shorelines of the 
Niagara River, Lake Ontario and all 
interior waterways remains unstable 
an thin. The moderate temperatures 
have kept the ice formations unsafe 
and it’s expected that it will continue 
to be hazardous during the spring 
thaw. 

Even if the area experiences some 
cold temperatures there is really no 
sure way to ensure that the ice is 100 
per cent safe. Ice cannot be judged by 
its appearance, age, thickness, tem¬ 
peratures or whether or not the ice is 
covered with snow. Ice also never 
freezes uniformly, so it could be a foot 
thick in one location and only an inch 
or two a few feet away. 

Another issue that rescue crews in 
Niagara have had this winter is pets 
falling through thin ice. Though your 
pet may be used to the area, they will 
not always know the dangers of run¬ 
ning across that pond, stream or lake, 
that may look safer to them than it 


Falling through thin ice is a lot more 
common than a lot of people may 
think. The risk is high for young chil¬ 
dren who are playing around the 
water’s edge. Even along the banks, 
the ground can be very slippery and it 
just takes a split second for someone 
to fah in. 

Once you fall through the ice it’s 
very hard to get out on your own, 
unless you carry around ice picks in 
your pockets. 

Children especially, should be 
supervised by an adult at all times 
when they are around water. 

Research from the Canadian Red 
Cross based on 10 years’ analysis of 
water-related fatalities in Canada 
found 150 ice immersion deaths from 
fall through ice over the past decade. 

Activities on the ice account for 22 
per cent of water immersion deaths, 55 
per cent are snowmobile related, 11 
per cent to other motorized vehicles 
and 34 per cent are related to winter 
activities. 

Take the warnings to heart and stay 
off those waters.

When it comes to my 
mutual fund investments 
I realize I pay a “man¬ 
agement expense ratio” 
or “MER” which is 
expressed as a percent¬ 
age.

What 
bothers me is on my year 
end statement a column 
tells me the dollar value 
my fund gained or lost 
each month, but not a 
word about how much I 
paid in management 
fees. When I asked for a 
dollar amount from my 
advisor, his response had 
me perplexed. 

Apparently mutual fund 
institutions are reluctant 
to report this bit of infor¬ 
mation. 

Searching around I see 
the Ontario Securities 


Commission has been 
debating the disclosure 
of mutual fund manage¬ 
ment fees for some time. 
By nature investments 
come with risks, so hav¬ 
ing an MER makes sense. 
Yet as an investor I’d like 
to know in dollars how 
much I paid last year in 
management fees. One 
report I read offered the 
explanation that it would 
cost investors (that’s me) 
too much for financial 
institutions to tell inves¬ 
tors (me) how much I 
paid them for their ser¬ 
vices. Now that makes 
cents (sic). Like I 
said, I’m rather novice at 
financial issues. Perhaps 
someone more knowl¬ 
edgeable can explain 
why funds the govern¬ 
ment requires me to reg¬ 
ister are not subject to 


transparent hilling for 
management services. 

I would appreciate dis¬ 
closure of how much I 
paid last year for some¬ 
one else having the plea¬ 
sure of using my money. 
I know there is a risk up 
front, but I’d also like to 
know what hit me from 
behind. I would like to 
see transparent hilling in 
a dollar amount for 
mutual fund manage¬ 
ment fees on my annual 
statement. When I 
was a child I was told I 
was too young to drink 
coffee, so I never devel¬ 
oped the habit. It’s time 
financial institutions quit 
treating me as though I 
were too young to under¬ 
stand what they do with 
my money. That’s my 
senior view on mutual

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Craitor happy with Wynne’s focus on trade corridors

corridors more

With the most border 
crossings of any Ontario 
riding, Kim Craitor, MPP for 
Niagara Falls, Fort Erie and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
pleased with Premier 
Kathleen Wynne’s promise 
to capitalize and expand on 
Ontario’s trade corridors, 
making them more attrac¬ 
tive to global markets. 


Wynne’s proclamation 
came during Ontario’s 
Speech from the Throne 
address, delivered by Lt.- 
Gov. David Onley last 
week. 

"It will help facilitate the 
smooth transfer of goods 
through important hubs 
like Windsor, across the 
Detroit River International 
Crossing, and it will lead 
trade missions to our valu¬ 
able partners abroad," 
Onley read. 

That’s good news for 
economies that rely on the 
passage of goods and tour¬ 
ists across borders, said 
Craitor - what's good for 
Windsor is also good for 


decline in tourism, he said. 

For decades NOTL host¬ 
ed three million visitors a 
year, but that number has 
dropped to two and a half 
million in recent years. 

And those who do visit 
aren’t spending money the 
way they used to, says 
Craitor, who visits stores to 
chat with merchants. 

“If you want to know 
how your town is doing, ask 
the store owners," he says. 

"They can tell you.” 

People hear “doom and 
gloom” economic forecasts 
and their instinct is to tight¬ 
en their belts, he says. 

He meets regularly with 
politicians on the US. side 
of the border, and they are 
not any happier about the 
impact of tightened border 
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security, he added. 

Craitor pointed to free- 
trade zones that operate 
between many European 
countries as a solution to 
attracting more jobs and 
more tourists to overcome 
the negative impact created 
byU.S. security measures at 
borders following 9/11. 

In Fort Erie, many man¬ 
ufacturing jobs have been 
lost with the closure of 
plants that are mostly 
American-owned. There 
needs to be legislation in 
place to ensure that at the 
veryleastCanadianemploy- 
ees are treated fairly and 
legally when American 
plants close, Craitor said. 

He also continues to 
keep his fingers crossed, he 
says, hoping to see the 
operation of the 
Fort Erie race 
track continue 
through a transi¬ 
tion period until a 
new mandate can 
ensure its long¬ 
term future. 

The throne 
speech also dis¬ 
cussed the neces¬ 
sity of responding 
to the needs of an 
aging population, 

for a region that 
has one of the 
highest senior 


populations in Ontario, 
with 17.3 per cent of Niagara 
residents over the age of 
65. 

The speech said Ontario 
supports research initia¬ 
tives and partnerships 
between health-care pro¬ 
viders and those who need

“The demand for health 
care for seniors is signifi¬ 
cantly greater in Niagara," 
says Craitor, “particularly in 
the area of long-term care." 

Waiting lists for beds in 
seniors residences need to 
be addressed, he said. 

“That’s the best place for 
those beds. There are too 
many seniors in hospital 
who don’t need acute 

The province also needs 
to invest in the front end of 
health care, such as provid¬ 
ing a new hospital for south 
Niagara, while balancing 
that with supporting seniors 
who need beds now, or 
more health care that allows 
them to stay at home. 

“Finding funds for both 
is the real challenge,” he 
said, “but in this riding, 
both are important. I hear 
that first-hand from the 
number of people who 
come to see me saying they 
have a family member who 
needs a bed, and from those 
who tell me they need more 


help to keep them at home. 
I’d like to see them get that 
help.” 

The speech said the pro¬ 
vincial deficit would be 
eliminated by 2018, youth 
would be helped to find 
jobs and those with disabil¬ 
ities to find employment. 

An investment in educa¬ 
tion that encourages youth 
to make sure they train for 
the kinds of jobs that are 
out there is an important 
step to an improved econo¬ 
my, said Craitor. 

The province’s nine mil¬ 
lion drivers were offered 
reduced auto insurance 
rates, which NDP leader 
Andrea Horwath had hoped 
to hear. NDP support is cru¬ 
cial if a costly election is to 
be avoided, says Craitor, 
but more than that, he 
believes addressing the 
insurance issue is the right 
thing to do. 

“You can’t govern as a 
minority. You have to work 
with whoever is willing to 
support you.” 

And Progressive 
Conservative leader Tim 
Hudak has made it clear he 
wants an election. 

“We just have to wait 
until the vote takes place,” 
said Craitor. 

“I hope we can work 
together and accomplish 
some good things.”

Bart Maves has harsh 
words for Premier 
Kathleen Wynne and her 
recent proclamation. 

The Progressive 
Conservative candidate 
representative for the 
Niagara Falls, Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and Fort Erie 
riding says he keeps 
rereading Ontario’s 
Speech from the Throne 
address, delivered by Lt.- 
Gov. David Onley last 
week, and “the more I 
read it the more angry I 
get." 

He uses words such as 
"elitist” and condescend¬ 
ing,” accusing Wynne of 
offering “meaningless 

Prose such as "the hap¬ 
piness of Ontario resi¬ 
dents must be enshrined,” 
he quotes from the 
address. 

“I don’t want to sound 
like the typical opposition 
guy who can only say 
something negative. But 
people in Fort Erie are out 


of work, directly because 
of the decisions on the 
race track that haven’t 
been addressed in four 
years, and she’s talking 
about enshrining happi- 

He says he has heard 
from people who watched 
the speech being read, 
people who would never 
have otherwise watched, 
“looking for a shred of 
something that would 
help . . . people in the 
hotel industry, tourism or 
who worked at the race 
track . . . and there was 
nothing.” 

There was talk only 
about Niagara as wine 
country, an indication 
that Liberals at Queen’s 
Park think of Niagara as a 
weekend retreat for those 
who can afford to visit, 
not as a region where 
grape growers and winery 
owners want to raise their 
families and pay off their 
mortgages, says Maves, 
who represented the rid¬ 
ing through two terms 
before being defeated by 
MPP Kim Craitor and his 
Liberal government. 


Wynne’s reference to 
border trade spoke of 
“important hubs like 
Windsor,” without even 
mentioning Niagara, he 
said, and in another ref¬ 
erence, this one to wind 
turbines and green ener¬ 
gy, she talks about con¬ 
sulting the communities, 
when clearly the Liberal 
government has ignored 
the wishes of communi¬ 
ties in the past and con¬ 
tinues to on some issues, 
such as economic devel¬ 
opment in Fort Erie, 
where the province has 
appealed a municipal and 
regional decision to the 
Ontario Municipal Board. 

“It’s all just hollow 
words.” 

He also points to a 
recent decision to reduce 
the value of assessments 
on Niagara Falls casinos 
to lower taxes to the 
municipality as another 
way to “punish the riding 
and the region. All it’s 
doing is pulling money 
out of our communities, 
money that will be made 
up by the taxpayers." 

The throne speech did 


promise there would be a 
reduction to the deficit, 
“but then it turns around 
and promises everything 
to everybody. Meanwhile, 
the poor guys in Fort Erie, 
the people who work for 
casinos, they’re all terri¬ 
fied." 

The future of this 
Liberal minority, says 
Maves, is up to the NDP. 

“They will hold the 
balance of power. Andrea 
(Horwath, leader of the 
NDP) has set down some 
markers that the Liberals 
have not met. It indicates 
to me she’s interested in 
an election.” 

Maves says that like 
many other Ontarians, he 
feels the province “is on 
the wrong track.” 

His party and his lead¬ 
er, Tim Hudak, were look-

ing for a change in direc¬

More times than not, these 
tragic accidents occurred 
on a rural road - a worry 
my parents endured 


years and one I now face 


as my own son has reached 
driving age. These events, 
coupled with memories of 
countless collisions I have 
witnessed at the intersec¬ 
tion of Line 3 near my 
home, have motivated me 
as a Councillor to push for 
better rural road safety in 
our community. And 
while dealing with this 
issue is much bigger - and 
sometimes more compli¬ 
cated than one would 
expect - it is something 
close to my heart, both as 
a member of Council and 
as a mother. In the past, 
we tended to react to spe¬ 
cific accidents on our 


basis, rather than in a 
planned and proactive 
manner. However, this 
mindset has changed 
recently with the creation 
of our Task Force on Traffic 
Safety. The Task Force, 
which includes Council 
members, Niagara 
Regional Police officers, 
Ministry of Transportation 
officials. Town and 
Regional staff and con¬ 
cerned residents, meets 
regularly to review road 
safety initiatives and 
develop community safety 
programs, such as the 
Think and Drive 
Campaign. In October of 
lastyear. Council approved 


the implementation of a 
Rural Road Safety Review 
and Action Plan, which 
identified cost-effective 
ways to reduce the fre¬ 
quency and severity of 
collisions at rural inter¬ 
sections within the Town. 
The proposals included 
advance signs to alert trav¬ 
ellers before they arrive at 
cross streets, intersections 
and stops and increasing 
the number of speed limit 
signs on unposted rural 
roads. In the near future, I 
will be putting forward a 
motion at Council calling 
for a full review of speed 
limits on all our rural 
roads. I believe this would 


be a significant first step 
in helping to reduce the 
number of vehicle-related 
injuries and fatalities in 
our community. 

I, along with myCouncil 
colleagues, look forward 
to implementing the rural 
road safety plan as soon as 
possible.

It will take at least until 
the March Break to ham¬ 
mer out schedules for 
spring sports in Niagara’s 
public high-schools. 

This, after The Ontario 
Secondary School 
Teachers’ Federation said 
Friday they're suspending 
the boycott against extra¬ 
curricular actives super¬ 
vised by their teachers. 

According to District 
School Board of Niagara 
spokesman Brett Sweeney, 
"schools (now) have time 
to work with theirstaffgeta 
feel of whose going to 
return to what and what 


they’ll be able to offer. 

“Obviously we're hop¬ 
ing there’s going to be a 
good turnout,” said 
Sweeney. 'And we’ll he 
back to something that has 
been much more normal 
than in the past.” 

Among those expected 
league sports to be saved 
are track-and-field, soccer, 
badminton and rugby. 
Clubs and longer trips 
unconnected to the school

Teachers had withdrawn 
their participation in a dis¬ 
pute with the provincial 
government over the impo¬ 
sition of contracts. 

Premier Kathleen

Even before the teach¬ 
ers union agreed to sus¬ 
pend their political action, 
every public high school in 
the District School Board 
of Niagara had signaled 
their intention to compete 
in spring sports. 

By Feb. 15, every school 
had committed to compete 
in soccer, baseball, track 
and field, rugby, field 

slo-pitch. Schedules for 
those leagues will be decid¬ 


ed at a March 25 meeting of 
the Niagara Region High 
SchoolAthleticAssociation, 
NRHSAA athletic convenor 
Rina Rode said. 

Rode, a teacher/coach 
at Sir Winston Churchill, 
was glad to hear the news. 

"It will still he personal 
choices by individuals, but 
whatever those choices are, 
all of us have to respect that

“For myself, I’m very 
happy that the opportunity 
has been granted for us to 
come back.” 

The union’s decision 
was too late to allow par¬ 
ticipation in winter sports 
such as volleyball, basket¬ 
ball, wrestling and curling.

An accused Niagara 
drug kingpin and his 
alleged right-hand man 
face murder charges 
while a third man with 
biker ties is sought for 
aUegedly hiring the hit¬ 
man who gunned down 
Johnnie Raposo in 
broad daylight last sum¬ 
mer in Toronto’s Little 
Italy. 

The new details of 
the murder that shocked 
the city were released 
by Toronto Police 
Wednesday. 

“It has always been 
the opinion of investi¬ 
gators that John Raposo 
was the victim of a tar- 
getted murder,” homi¬ 


cide Staff-Insp. Greg 
McLane said at police 
headquarters of the 
June 18 murder. “My 
understanding is that 
he was involved in a 
criminal enterprise with 
these individuals and as 
a result he met his 
demise.” 

Raposo, 35, was sit¬ 
ting on the patio of the 
Sicilian Sidewalk Cafe, 
at the corner of College 
St. and Montrose Ave., 
watching a soccer game 
on television when a 
man dressed as a con¬ 
struction worker alleg¬ 
edly walked up and 
shot him in the head 
with a .45-calibre hand¬ 
gun. 

A 39-year-old man, 
who was with Raposo

Council received a 
report from the Corporate 
Services Advisory 
Committee Monday eve¬ 
ning during a committee 
of the whole meeting, 


council was asked to 
approve the creation of a 
town flag and to seek their 
approval to secure a grant 
(permission to use) armo¬ 
rial bearings for a town 
flag through the Canadian 
Heraldic Authority. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 


and members of the 
town’s War of 1812 
Bicentennial Committee 
have been discussing the 
development of an offi¬ 
cial town flag for a while. 
Currently, the town does 
not have a flag for display 
at the town administra¬ 
tion offices or for ceremo¬ 
nial purposes. 

If approved by council, 
the Lord Mayor’s Office 
will work with staff of the 
Chief Herald to develop 
an appropriate municipal 
flag, reflecting the town’s 
unique historical and 
agricultural heritage. 
Inclusion of the Union 
Jack, to symbolize the 
town’s United Empire 
Loyalist heritage, may be 


considered for the flags 
design. 

The cost for the grant¬ 
ing of a flag includes fees 
for artwork, calligraphy 
and processing that could 
range from $2,000 to 
$3,000, depending on the 
time involved with the 
design and development. 

The costs that would 
be associated with the 
flag were not included in 
the town’s 2013 operating 
budget, but funding could 
be made available through 
the town's general adver¬ 
tising budget. 

If the flag goes ahead, 
a formal launch would 
take place at the Burning 
of the Town event, Dec. 
10 .

ments.” He asked, “Could 
you help to stop it?” 

Rona described a New 
York Times report that 
the government's prima¬ 
ry suspect in 542 deaths 
was Pradax, a blood thin¬ 
ning agent.

It’s 
sheer, unadulterated 
madness since there is no 
known toxic amount of 
vitamin C. For instance, 
it’s been proven safe to 
give intravenous injec¬ 
tions of several hundred 
thousand milligrams of 
vitamin C day after day 
intravenously to fight 
infection. 

Today, many people 
are also taking Sytrinol, a 
natural remedy consist¬ 
ing of citrus and palm 


fruit extract which 
decreases total and bad 
cholesterol, triglycerides 
and increases good cho¬ 
lesterol. For the moment 
it’s still available and 
there’s no scientific rea¬ 
son it should be removed. 
But if it happens patients 
will be forced to switch to 
cholesterol-lowering 
drugs whose safety record 
leaves much to be 
desired.

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DSBN reports a trouble-free conversion to full-day kindergarten

A District School 
Board of Niagara super¬ 
intendent reports a trou¬ 
ble-free conversion as its 
full-day kindergarten 
effort reaches the three- 
quarter mark. 


This, in the face of 
media accounts report¬ 
ing difficulty in some 
Ontario boards as they 
struggle to find lower- 
cost ways to house the 
larger classes. 

Not so, at the DSBN, 
reports Sue Greer, its 
superintendent of school 
support services. 


“We’re one of the 
boards that has the 
opposite (situation)," 
said Greer. “In our board, 
we have the issue of 
declining enrolment and 
still lots of schools open, 
so we have a lot of 

The province has 
pledged funding to do 
these renovations and 


additions as required in 
a program launched 
across Ontario in Sept, 
2010 with its completion 
by 2014. 

Greer said the minis¬ 
try is also funding 25% of 
the schools for minor 
renovations to accom¬ 
modate the changes — 
things like new bath¬ 
rooms and sinks appro¬ 


priate for kindergarten 
students. 

“In the other 75% of 
our schools, we have 
those facilities already 
ready for our kids,” she 
said. “So it hasn’t been 
an issue for us.” 

She said the DSBN 
was given $10.3 million 
by the province to reno¬ 
vate and add on class¬ 


rooms. 

Most of those renova¬ 
tions are happening over 
the next two years. 

Greer said full-day 
kindergarten will be fully 
rolled out at the DSBN 
by the 2014-15 academic 
year, per the ministry’s 
five-year plan.
